B lass B leetin g o f K n ig h ts o f L a b o r in 
N ew Y o rk . 
N ew Y o rk , August 26th.—About 300 per­ 
sons, including curiosity-seekers and a 
heavy police force, attended a mass meet­ 
ing of the Knights of Labor in Union 
Square to-night. 
It did not equal either in 
number or enthusiasm the expectations of 
the 
projectors. 
The 
interest centered 
mainly in Powderiy. 
The former employes of the New Y’ork 
Central, of this city, marched in a body to 
the Square behind a drum corps. 
Mrs. Margaret Moore, who figures promi­ 
nently in Irish politics in this city, gave a 
five-minute address. She counseled organ­ 
ization among the laboring classes and ad­ 
vocated self-reliance. 
A letter of regret for non-attendance was 
read from Samuel Gompers, President of 
the federation of labor. 
He sympathized 
with the men, and denounced the com­ 
pany. 
Powderiy was the next speaker. 
He 
said: 
“You may feel disheartened because 
the Terre H aute Convention did not de­ 
clare a general strike. Your Executive 
Board did not expect it would. All we ex­ 
pected was to have their support, and they 
are with us, horse, foot and artillery. 
[Cheers ] They say our battle m ust go 
on. and go on it will. 
The Central R ail­ 
way officers may talk about goods being 
delivered, bnt they don’t tell the truth. 
There are many merchants in New York 
who know different.” 
Powderiy dealt with W ebb’s charges that 
the men were discharged for drunkenness 
or other causes prejudicial to the interests 
of the company. 
The speaker next dealt 
with Chief A rthur. 
H e said A rthur re­ 
cently sat on a platform with the railway 
officials at New Haven, and they put their 
arm s around his neck. 
“The strike which we have inaugurated,” 
he said, “ is not only a sirike of the people 
of New York, but of the people of Am er­ 
ica.” 
■ The meeting then listened to a fiery pre­ 
amble, followed by resolutions which de­ 
nounced the Central officers as arbitrary 
and tyrannical.

SILVER. 


In te rv ie w W ith th e D ire c to r o f th e M int 
R e g a rd in g I t. 
N ew Y o r k , August 26th.—A special from 
W ashington gives an interview with the 
Director of the Mint. H e says; “If silver 
should reach its gold paritv. the Govern­ 
m ent will continue to buy 4,500,000 ounces 
per month. The new law does not pro­ 
vide that purchases shall cease when silver 
reaches parity, but that the Government 
shall Dot pay in excess of $1 tor 3714 grains 
of pure silver—or, what is the same thing, 
shall not pay in excess of $1 2929 per fine 
ounce. The amount of pure silver in the 
silver dollar being 3704 grains, if the Gov­ 
ernm ent paid $1 2929 per fine ounce, it 
would be paying exactly $1 for 3714 grains; 
that is to say, the m arket value of pure 
silver in the silver dollar would be exactly 
equal to the face value of the coin, so that 
the Government could lose nothiDg by con­ 
tinuing to buy at that rate, which the law 
contemplates. 
W hile this would not be 
free coinage, and in the absence of further 
legislation there is no provision for free 
coinage, it would be practically Iree coinage 
for 4.500,000 ounces per m onth.”

an Official Trial To-day. 


OPENING OF THE CHICO FAIR.

CRUISER SAN FRANCISCO . 


E v e ry th in g in R e a d in e ss fo r H e r O fficial 
T ria l T rip . 
8 a n ta B a r b a r a . August 26th.—The new 
cruiser San Francisco, which left San F ran­ 
cisco harbor at 1 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon, to have an official trial in Santa 
Barbara cnannel, arrived off Santa Barbara 
at 11 o’clock this morning, having made a 
run of nearly 300 miles in about twenty- 
two houre, at the average speed of a frac­ 
tion over thirteen knots an hour. The 
run was made without a slip of the m a­ 
chinery, and when the cruiser came to 
anchor here this morning there was no 
indication that she could not have contin­ 
ued the run indefinitely. 
Every engineer 
aboard the steamer declared 
that 
the 
engines coaid not have worked better, and 
the opinion was freely expressed that she 
would make a record on her trial trip 
which would give her builders a handsome 
premium. 
The San Francisco will lie at anchor 
here this afternoon and to night, during 
which time her machinery will be thor­ 
oughly cleaned, and 
every preparation 
made for the official trial, which occurs to­ 
morrow morning. 
Although the cruiser had been given a 
number of preliminary trials during the 
last few weeks her trips had been confined 
entirely to the bay, and she passed through 
Golden Gate into the open sea for the first 
time yesterday. 
When her bow was turned toward the 
sonth, a strong head-wind was encountered, 
but the sea was light and there was scarcely 
any roll perceptible. The cruiser soon set­ 
tled down to an even pace of about twelve 
knots, which was increased to a little over 
thirteen within the next hour. She m ain­ 
tained this rate of speed until I’oint Concep­ 
tion, the northern end of the tria^conrse, 
was reached at 8 o’clock this morning, 
when the revolutions were increased from 
73 to 93 and her speed during the rem ain­ 
der of the trip was at the rate of sixteen 
knots an hour. 
Daring four hours yester­ 
day afternoon the engines made, seventy- 
five revolutions per minute, giving the ves­ 
sel a speed of sixteen and four-tenths knots 
per hour. In the evening the engines were 
slowed down slightly, and during the night 
they made seventy-three revolutions, giving 
a speed of thirteen and three-tenths knots 
daring the entire run. 
The engine-rooms and fire-rooms were 
perfectly comfortable, and not the slightest 
trouble was indicated in any part of the 
machinery. The naval officers aboard who 
Jtad been appointed to conduct the trial 
expressed the highest praise of the San 
Francisco’s behavior and said she was a 
better ship than the Charleston in every 
way. 
At night the entire ship was lighted by 
electricity. The electric plant is one of the 
most complete ever placed on a man-of- 
war. 
It was constructed under the per­ 
sonal supervision of Lieutenant A. W. 
Grant, who was detailed by the Department 
for that purpose, and who also placed the 
electric plant aboard the Charleston. 
The trial coarse extends from a point a 
few miles below Santa Barbara in a north­ 
westerly direction to Point Conception. 
The course is forty miles in length,“and 
the crniser will have to run over it each 
way. which, including the turn, will make 
the distance over eighty nautical miles.

W. Bishop died at his residence, 118 Brod­ 
erick street, at 10 o’clock this morning. 
Mr. Bishop was a man of great force of 
character, and was prom inently known in 
the great mining litigation which marked the 
early history ot California and Nevada. 
It 
was in N evadathat he was most conspicuous 
in public affairs. W hile noi seeking a place 
for himself he was especially successful in 
his efforts to advance the interests of others, 
and no political convention in the sage­ 
brush State was considered complete with­ 
out he was present to inspire or direct the 
proceedings. 
At the breaking out of the civil war Mr. 
Bishop was a resident ot Southern Illinois, 
and by his own exertions raised three regi­ 
ments and got them ready for advancement 
to the front. H e offered himself for service 
in the field, but was disqualified by a visual 
defect, and so had to content himseif with 
serving his country in the capacity of a 
civilian. 
In those days he held confidential 
relations with Governor Yates, of Illinois, 
and with President Abraham Lincoln. Mr. 
Bishop was born in Erie county. Feansyl- 
vanie, Janurv 22, 1836. 
In 1858 he was 
married to Miss Isabella H. McCabe, who 
survives bint. 
His domestic life was par­ 
ticularly happy. 
He leaves one brother, 


®uPer'htendent of the Ne­ 
vada Insane Asylum, and a large num ber 
ot relatives iu other ports of the Pacific 
Coast.

To attain that end we would not 
perm it partisan influences to intervene, but 
when it so happens that party choice and 
the highest ability run side by side, as is 
the case with the Republican nominees, 
the voter’s judgm ent can be easily formed.

OLD 
PEOPLE'S HOME. 


In nominating for the judicial offices 
th e Democratic Convention, obeying the 
dictation of its bosses, put some of its best 
men aside. 
Judge Stanly is aged and has 
not done judicial service, except years ago 
on the bench of the County Court one term, 
and never upon the Supreme bench, as had 
his competitor for the nomination. T hat he 
is an upright, able and respected citizen is 
not denied, but he lias seen his best days, 
and compared with others who aspired for 
th e nomination, his claims were secondary, 
since he has not been a close affiliate of the 
party—indeed, in the Convention his com­ 
petitor received more votes from Judge 
¡Stanly’s county than did the latter. 
Mr. H atch is a lawyer who lias not cer­ 
tainly gained sncli standing at the bar or 
distinction upon the bench as to make his 
name much known outside of his immedi­ 
ate community. 
Indeed, his chief qualifi­ 
cation seems to be the accident of his 
birth. 
Judge Coffey has had for a few years 
w hat is considered to be the easy berth in 
the judicial departm ent of the city and 
county of San Francisco, and it is an open 
secret that he was given the probate busi­ 
ness because he was not deemed by his fel­ 
low Judges of the Superior Court at the 
time, equal to the weightier duties of the 
other departments. At the bar he had not 
gained any special prominence for ability, 
and was even better known for his journal­ 
istic work. H is chief strength appears to be 
his amiability, his studious habits, bis per­ 
petual calm and his relation to the lily the 
case. 
It will not help this very estimable 
young candidate to have it generally 
known that the Blythe syndicate worked 
as few partisans ever have labored for any 
cause, to secure his nomination, and left no 
stone unturned at San Jose to compass that 
end. 
No one will charge Judge Coffey, 
whose character forbids it, with any cor­ 
ruption or impurity, nor indeed will such 
assault be made upon his fellow nominees, 
but it is openly confessed by his friends 
that it would have been better for his can­ 
didacy had the Blythe syndicate have not 
labored and traded, and brow-beaten and 
fulm inated at San Jose in bis behalf. 
Mr. Smith is really an unknown lawyer 
of no marked ability. 
W hen he was 
nominated the whole State asked, W ho is 
Mr. Sm ith? 
H e was Supreme Court Re­ 
porter at one time, and, we believe, retired 
from the position in accordance with the 
well understood wishes of the Supreme 
Bench, which was not deeply impressed 
w ith his competency. 
The Democracy has lawyers from among 
whom it might have chosen with greater 
credit to the p arty : men of long praJtice 
at th e bar, of extended experience upon 
the bench, of scholastic attainm ents and 
legal acumen, who had claims upon the 
party demanding recognition, but which 
were ignored. 
The lioss is a shrewd poli­ 
tician, but in selecting his nominees for 
the Supreme bench he has not added 
laurels to his crown nor exhibited breadth 
of judgm ent and a comprehension ot the 
needs of a Supreme tribunal. 
. 
T he ticket for judicial offices nominated 
■at Sacramento by the Republican State 
■Convention is in stroDg contrast to th at of 
the Democracy. 
The present Chief Jus­ 
tice was wisely nominated. Judge Beatty, 
still in the prime of manhood, neverthe­ 
less has a record of having served as Chief 
Ju stic e of the Supremo Court of Nevada 
w ith high distinction for many years. 
H e 
is a jurist of universally acknowledge*! 
ability and a man of irreproachable char­ 
acter; he is of vigorous intellect and in­ 
comparable 
independence 
and freedom 
from all entanglements. 
Mr. De Haven has not only the advant­ 
age of long and honorable service at the 
bar and upon the Superior Bench, but he 
has also served the State in the National 
I>egislature. 
H e enjoys the distinction 
accorded only to the accomplished jurist 
and the upright citizen in whom the entire 
comm unity places trust. 
Judge Garoutte, the youngest of the 
nominees, a native of the State, has won 
his spurs upon the Superior Bench of his 
county, where his ability and fitness as a 
ju rist and his character as a man are un­ 


questioned. 
M r. R alph C. Harrison, the only one of 
th e nominees who ha* not sat upon the 
bench, is presented by almost the unani­ 
mous voice of the San Francisco bar, at 
w hich he stands one of its few leaders. 
H is legal acumen, scholarly ability and 
judicial mind have nude him one of the 
foremost lawyers of the State. 
H is stand­ 
ing as a citizen is that of the man w ith­ 


out reproach. 
3o we have the two tickets from which 
th e people are to reinforce the Supreme 
bench. 
L et them do so with an eye single 
to putting upon it the very best, most 
tried and vigorous legal talent and ster­ 
ling character presented. 
If they do that 
th e Republican nominees will be elected. 


The Alia, edited by John P. Irish, the 
Democratic candidate for Congress in this 
district, says: 
“W e warn the Republican 
organs that they will not be perm itted to 
assail the private character and impugn 
the personal integrity of so upright and 
unblemished a man as Mayor Pond with 
impunity.” 
I t is extremely kind to be thus fore­ 
warned, and very generous on the part of 
the Alta to inform the Republican organs 
as to w hat they will not be perm itted to 
do. 
The only assault which any decent 
organ will seek to make will be upon 
those elements of personal character in 
Mr. Pond which w ill indicate his fitness 
for the discharge of a great public trust. 
It is now as well known as any other fact 
th at the last Legislature appropriated 
$5,000,000 more than was required for the 
legitimate uses of State Government.

Alta will not have the hardihood to deny 
that Mr. Pond is Buckley’s candidate for 
Governor, th at Buckley has more than or­ 
dinary good political sense, and is there­ 
fore not mistaken in his candidate; that 
Mr. Buckley is a “boss,” which is simply 
another definition for political venality. 
Mr. Buckley is the head and front of the 
Democratic party. 
H e has placed Mr. 
Pond in command of the 
Democratic 
party. 
Mr. Pond is, therefore, sailing un­ 
der Mr. Buckley’s colors, and they are the 
black colors of political piracy. 
W hen, 
therefore, the Alia warns the Republican 
organs th at they shall not be perm itted to 
assail Mr. Pond, it is indulging in bom­ 
bast, quite unbecoming in a journal of its 
stature. 
Mr. Pond will be assailed at 
every point at which he is assailable, and 
his most conspicuous weakness is the fact 
that he was nominated by Mr. Buckley, 
and will prove the creature of the man 
who made him. 
H e is, therefore, the em­ 
bodiment of Buckleyan methods, and is far 
more unfit to be trusted with the office of 
Governor than Buckley himself, because 
he will cause Mr. Pond to commit acts of 
which he would not him self be guilty. 
And now does the Alta deny th at M r. 
Buckley is the great head of the Demo­ 
cratic party in this State ? 
Does it deny 
that Mr. Buckley nominated Mr. Pond? 
W ill it have the tem erity to deny that Mr. 
Buckley influenced the last Legislature in 
the direction of its acts? 
W ill Mr. Pond 
in the coming campaign declare that he is 
not in any respect in sym pathy with Mr. 
Buckley or Buckleyan methods ? 
W ill he 
repudiate th at Democratic leader and de­ 
clare that if he is elected Governor he 
will have no political sym pathy with the 
leader of his party ? W ill he denounce 
the acts of the last Buckley Legislature ? 
W ill he repudiate Mr. Buckley’s leader­ 
ship of his party ? 
W hatever Mr. Pond’s private character 
and personal integrity may be, he is the 
tool and the instrum ent of the very worst 
elements in politics th at have ever dis­ 
graced a State or a city. 
W e shall not 
ask permission of the Alia to say these 
things or to prove them to the full satis­ 
faction of the meanest comprehension. 


T h e United States Circuit Court has de­ 
cided the Bingham Ordinance of San 
Francisco to be in contravention of the 
Constitution of the United States and the 
existing treaties with China. 
The ordi­ 
nance required th at prior to a given date 
all Chinese in San Francisco should re­ 
move to sections outside of certain limits, 
and that it should be an offense for any 
Chinese thereafter to reside or do business 
in the city w ithin the prescribed terri­ 
tory. W hen the ordinance was passed this 
journal expressed the opinion that it 
would not stand a moment when tested in 
any Court, and that it was farcical to put 
such a measure upon the municipal statute 
books.

A Portland paper 
has hunted up the statistics and finds that 
in Perry county, Kentucky, where capital 
punishment is prohibited, 500 murders 
have lieen committed in seventy years, 
and but one conviction for the crime has 
been had in all that time. 
Let us add, as 
an offset to the statement, th at a murder 
was committed in New York the very day 
Kemmler was executed; that so, too, was a 
murderous assault made in Michigan on 
that day. 
In M ichigan the death penalty 
is not inflicted in punishment for m urder

Rev. O. C. Miller, after which Colonel C. 
F. Crocker, on behalf of the Mary A. 
Crocker trust, delivered to the Trustees the 
keys of the building “ to be be devoted to 
the honor and worship of Almighty God,” 
and said : 


COLONEL CROCKER’S ADDRESS. 
In representing the heirs of Mrs. Mary A. 
Crocker upon tills occasion, I am perform ing a 
solemn but grateful duty. 
I ask you to joiu me 
iu dedicating to public uses this edifice, which 
has been planned and constructed under the 
personal supervision and cost of our m other. I 
stand here in the place of one who, if she had 
lived, would have explained better than I the 
high and generous purposes he had in view 
w hen he first resolved to consecrate a portion oi 
his m eans to caring for the aged and unfortunate; 
also, in the place of her w hoshared his lofty aim s 
and faithfully devoted to their fulfillm ent her 
tim e and best thought while she lived among us 
a widow. 
Those who were intim ate w ith the late Charles 
Crocker know that w hen death overtook mm 
his m ind was full of projects for adm itting the 
poor, the aged and the sick to participate in the 
m eans which his energy and nis foresight had 
at quired. 
Among them was the hom e for old 
people. This project was discussed m any tim es 
in the presence ot their children, but thelrplans 
were still incom p'ete when death sudaenlv 
overtook the lather. During the first sorrowful 
weeks of her widowhood she turned with a 
resolute purpose to carry out these partly 
m atured plans, and assumed only the task 
which had devolved upon her. She sought this 
lot and negotiated contracts for the construction 
of this building. Every detail received her per­ 
sonal attention. She resolved th at this Home 
should not only be a model ot its kind, but an 
ornam ent to the city, and, to the extent of its 
capacity, should guarantee to old people a com­ 
fortable refuge for their last years. 
Unhappily, death once more interfered with 
these purposes, and in the m idst of her work 
she was summoned to joiu him who had been 
her loving partner through life. So unexpec ted 
was this th at no transfer of the property had 
been m ade by deed or will - the title stands of 
record iu her individual nam e. Her children 
have tbit it a d u 'y ;o carry out her intentions as 
fully as if they had been set forth in a will or 
other instrum ent. 
The construction of the 
building has accordingly been pushed forward 
to com pletion, and it now devolves upon me, as 
th eir representative, to hand it over to the Trus 
tees of the Home, w hich I now do through the 
delivery of this letter. A deed conveying the 
property w ill follow after the heirs of Mary A. 
Crocker have acquired title from her estate 
through the Probate Court. 
I pon you, sir, and the ladies and gentlem en 
win/co-operate w ith you in the adm inistration 
of the Home, will now devolve the duty of 
turning to account Its increased capacity for 
usefulness. You have earned public gratitude 
for the adm irable m anner in which you have 
discharged your trust during the m any years of 
the existence of your organization. Youroppor- 
tunities of beneficence will now be enlarged. I 
am told the greatest num ber the Home has 
hitherto sheltered at any one tim e has been less 
than 70; now nearly 2U6 can find comfortable 
and well furnished rooms. I wish to congratu­ 
late you on the enjoym ent of the happy privi­ 
lege of guarding the old and needy against the 
sad lot which it chleily dreads—a homeless end­ 
ing to life. This city abounds alreadv in ad­ 
m irable institutions of benevolence, where the 
hungry are fed, the sick and infirm are tended, 
and the friendless find a kindly welcome. 
Let 
this be one among them , and gather under its 
hospitable roof old men who have survived 
their ability to work, and aged women bereft of 
tbeir natural protectors. 


m r. h a n lo n’s r e p l y . 
Charles F. Hanlon, Vice-President of 
the Board of Trustees, replied. 
He said ; 
To you, Mrs. Charles A lexander. Colonel C. 
F . Crocker, George Crocker and W illiam H 
Crocker, the feelings that rush aud m ingle in 
my soul at this m om ent w hen this dome and 
center of power, resplendent w ith the elegance 
of your fam ily’s charity, is throw n open to the 
experienced hands of our lady m anagers, can 
only be faintly expressed w hen, as the' official 
voice of the Trustees and on their behalf, I say 
to you. I thank you. But it is not so m uch for 
myself or the Trustees that I thank you. I 
thank you on behalf of the extensive m em ber­ 
ship of the Old People's Home, its lady m an­

I thank 
you on bebalt of the foundiess of the Old Peo­ 
p les Home, a woman whose features have been 
chiseled by sixteen years contact with the 
cause; whose purse-strings have been opened 
and whose strength has been expended for the 
cause: who-e head has grown gray in the cause, 
and I m erely re echo the voices of her living 
arm y of octogenarians at North Beach, and the 
whisperings of spirits from the decim ated part 
of their ranks, w hen I say they, tne living as 
well as those departed, all rejoice at this crown 
of glory you have placed on the head of saintly 
Metha Nelson. 
I thank you on behalf of the 
city and county of San Francisco, she, the proud 
mistress of the Pacific seas, who m ust now per­ 
force bow her sovereign head before the genius 
of this institution, a genius by which the num ­ 
bers in her m unicipal alm shouses are lessened, 
the horrors of her charnel-houses are dispelled, 
aud the yaw ning graves in her potter’s fields 
are closed. 
And now a word to the President of the Mary 
A Crocker Trust. Colonel Ch irles F. Crocker, 
you aie the oldest sou of Mary A. Crocker, who 
breathed the first life into the vast structure 
that towers above and around our beads to-dav 
You have been thrice blessed. Your blessing in 
being the m aster of fortune, the m anager of 
m illions and a king pin in the advancem ent of 
the .-.tate’s prosperity is great. Your blessing|tn 
reverently taking aud decorously w earing the 
m antle dropped by a superb father Is greater: 
but the blessing of being perm itted, as a son 
w ith daughters, as a sou with sons, hand in 
hand, to take up the work fallen from your 
beautiiul m other s hands, to tear down the do­ 
m inion of death, and wrest from its slimy, par­ 
alyzing and uncanny fingers this celestial chal­ 
ice kissed by the lips of her who bore you: to 
be vouchsafed the clear brain, the loving heart 
and the nervous hand to lift up on hign.yea. 
high shove the cold distem per of a still colder 
world, this renascent sanctuary of m aternal 
love: to hold life com m union through this holy 
•‘covenant of bread and salt,” w herein you, 
m ortal m an. directly com m unicate w ith her, 
im m ortal spirit, is the greatest blessing of all. 
Mrs. Marioer-Cauipbell sang ‘ Heaven­ 
ward;” Rev. J. A. Benton delivered a short 
address.

bourn y has given such an institution into their 
charge. 
It Is a satisfaction to know that these com ­ 
mem orative exercises, taking place in this 
chapel decorated with flowers, are signalized 
by the cordial presence of so m any who are 
interested in the welfare of this Home: that it 
is dedicated and started upon its career of use­ 
fulness by addresses from sym pathizing friends, 
by fervent prayer and by appropriate music. 
Biff from lhai p-aceful resting-place on yonder 
bill across the bay—trom th at sad and silent 
city—there is wafted to these portals an inspira­ 
tion. more eloquent than spoken or written 
words, more 
beautiful 
than 
flowers, more 
potent than prayer and more precious than 
song. It is an inspiration that comes from the 
sweet and spotless record of a noble life. 
How 
tenderly it m akes itself felt in these hails to­ 
day, how lovingly it penetrates to the inner­ 
most recesses of our hearts. 
If Mrs. Crocker's life could have been spared, 
and she could have been with us on this occa­ 
sion in person, as I am sure she is with us in 
spirit, her m ind would not be taken up in the 
contem plation of this splendid edifice th at has 
arisen at hercom m and, Dor In adm iration oftbe 
generous appointm entsand convenient adjuncts 
I th at are m anifest on every side. Her all-absorb­ 
ing thought would be for the aged, the helpless 
and the infirm who are to be sheltered and com­ 
forted w ithin tb< se wails. 
Let us, then, thore of us who are lo have an 
interest, directly or lndlrertly, in the m anage­ 
, m ent of this Home, take council together as to 
. the best and gentlest methods of adm inistering 
! this noble bequest. There w ill In tim e be many 
coming here to seek the hospitality of this roof 
who have seen better days. In California, more 
than in any portion of our country, the vicissi­ 
tudes of our business relations sometimes bring 
; about changes that are sad. abrupt and dispirit­ 
ing; and w hich involve the breaking up of 


fam ily groups, and the abandonm ent of luxuries ! 
and frequently even of the comforts of life. The 
voung, who m ay thus be overtaken by misfor­ 
tunes, have the elastic attributes th at dom inate 
the hopeful and am bitious period of youth. 
They seek other em ploym ents aud other fields 
of usem l toll. But to those who are aged and 
feeble, the loss ot property and the failure of 
business enterprises come w ith crushing force. 
I t is to be hoped th at some like these, in the 
years th at are to come, m ay find shelter and 
comfort In this Old People's Home. 
Others m ay come here who are wasted in 
health and broken in spirit; afflicted w ith the 
cares aud ills th at are incident to old age; they 
m ay be fretful and troublesome 
Cases such as 
these should have special consideration. If 
they should develop some of the characteristics 
of childhood, they should be looked upon al­ 
most as children, and treated w ith th at loving 
care th a t is accorded to the helpless. Let us 
then resolve am ong ourselves to m ake this in ­ 
stitution ail th at its gentle feunder intended it 
should be—all th at Its nam e indicates—a veri­ 
table home, a place of comfort and of rest for 
those who are looking out upon the sunset of 
life. 
Jean Paul R ichter has said. "W hat m akes old 
age so sad is, not th at our joys, but th at our 
hopes cease.'' 
Let us here, at least, try to in­ 
spire these old people w ith new hopes, and be­ 
stow upon them such joys and privileges and 
pleasant surroundings as are w ithin our power. 
In the selection of those who are to w ait upon 
and attend the inm ates here, I think great care 
should be exercised as to th eir physical tem ­ 
peram ent and m ental training. In their inter­ 
course w ith those who are under their charge, 
these employes should be actuated by kindness 
of heart and by a sym pathetic gentleness of 
disposition. If these old people are sick or in 
distress their very helplessness should appeal 
to those who are around them and aw aken the 
tenderest instincts of their nature. 
Harsh lan­ 
guage and forbidding looks will deepen the 
turrows that gather upon the faces of the 
afflicted, while a cheerful expression of counte­ 
nance and com forting words will warm the 
aching heart and cause it to beat w ith a genial 
and responsive throb. 
It is the little am enities of social intercourse 
th at have their influence in all the affairs of 
life. The most costly luxuries, if offered to a 
patient sufferer w ith a grudging hand, would 
add a chili to the gloom of a sick cham ber, 
while a drop of cordial, adm inistered with a 
sm iling face, would be received w ith a corre­ 
sponding sm ile of gratitude to the giver. 
Says a charm ing English writer: 
“It is a little thing 
To give a cup of water; yet its draught 
Of cool relreshm ent, drained by fever’d lips, 
May give a shock of pleasure to the tram e, 
More exquisite than w hen nectarine juice 
Renews the life of joy in happiest hours. 
It is a little thing to speak a phrase of 
Common comfort, whic h by daily use 
Has almost lost its sense; yet on the ear 
o f him who thought to die unm ount'd ’twill 
fall 
Like choicest music; fill the glazing eye 
With gentle tears: relax the knotted hand 
To know the bonds of fellowship again; 
Aud shed on the departing soul a sense 
More precious th an the benison of friends 
About the honored death-bed of the rich— 
To him who else were lonely, th at another 
Of the great fam ily is near and feels.” 
After the conclusion of these exercises in 
the chapel the audience assembled in the 
corridor, where the memorial tablet was 
unveiled by Miss Mary E. Crocker, daughter 
of Colonel C. F. Crocker. 
The marble tablet is of very beautiful de­ 
sign aDd workmanship, and was presented 
by the Lady Managers of the Old People’s 
Home. 
It is set in the inner wall of the 
front corridor, near the door. The inscrip­ 
tion reads:

P ro v isio n s o f th e P e a c e S e ttle m e n t B e ­ 
tw e e n G u a te m a la a n d S a lv a d o r. 
N ew Y o r k , August 26th.—A Herald spe­ 
cial from Guatemala says : 
Instructions 
were received at the United States legation 
here to-day, addressed to Minister Mizoer. 
The communication came from the State 
Department at W ashington, and directed 
Minister Mizner to propose a settlement of 
the difficulty by arbitration between Salva­ 
dor and Guatemala. 
The proposition for peace made on 
the part of Guatemala, and which Minister 
Mizner went to San Salvador to consult the 
Provisional President, Ezeta. about are as 
follows: 
First—It is stipulated that if General 
Ezeta accepts these proposals, the armies 
now confronting eacn other on the frontiers 
of the respective countries will be dis­ 
banded. 
Second—Vice-President Ayala is to hold 
the Presidency of San Salvador for twenty- 
one days, and to convoke the Legislature 
for the purpose of electing a President, 
who is to hold office until the close of the 
present regular term. 
T hird—A general amnesty is to be de­ 
clared by both Governments. 
Fourth—General Ezeta is to rem ain at 
the head of the standing arm y of Salvador. 
The loan for $21,000,000 has not yet been 
fully perfected. Cotta is here trying to 
make new arrangements, but there is doubt 
as to his succees. 
C ity o f M ex ico , August 
26th.—The 
Guatemalan Minister here says that Gen­ 
eral Ezeta having refused to ratify the 
peace protocol signed by Dr. Galindez, 
Guatemala ordered her forces to again ad­ 
vance on Salvador, but the Diplomatic 
Corps requested four days more truce to try 
to induce General Ezeta to sign the proto­ 
col.

The population of the 
place is about 5,500.

Kaba Hatzfeld, Saro and other 
villages near Temesvar are also in flames. 
Ten persons have perished at Kaba and 
three at Saro.

N ew Y o r k , August 26th —The Tribune's 
London special says: The real truth about 
the Russian ukase against the Jews is that 
it never has been promulgated, because 
upon the morning of the day on which it 
was to have been signed by the Emperor 
M. de Giers received an alarming dispatch 
ftom Baron Monreheim, warning him that 
if the ukase was issued the Rotbechilds 
rand all the other Jewish financiers upon 
whom the Russian Government depends 
would declare war against the Empire, and 
that the result would be most diastrous, 
both financially and politically.

John Eitel, the well-known chemist and 
metallurgist, has made analysis of the ar­ 
tesian water from the gas well at Fifth and 
E streets. He finds it charged with chlo­ 
rides, carbonates and sulphates, associated 
with sodium, potassium, calcium magne­ 
sium, also silica and a trace of ammonia. 
The chlorides predominate as common 
cooking salt. 
From the analysis thus far made, Mr. 
Eitel concludes that the water is not desir­ 
able for drinking or culinary purposes, al­ 
though he regards it as of fair quality. 
A perfect gas analysis, he says, can only 
be carried out in large and well regulated 
chemical laboratories, but with the instru­ 
ments at hand, and apparatus constructed, 
the tests made assured him that no com­ 
bustible gas has yet been found. That 
which has been emitted thus far “is not all 
carbonic acid, as some may image when a 
gas is non-combustible and passes from a 
well such as this, where no sm ell is at­ 
tached when sulphurated hydrogen is pres­ 
ent.” 
It is claimed that in wells where gss has 
been struck the flow of water which pre­ 
ceded it has been of the saline quality 
mentioned by Mr. Eitel as coming from 
the well in this city.

FBUIT IN NEW YORK. 


T he G ood P rices R eceived —E . L . G ood- 
se ll’s P red iction s. 
E. L. Goodsell, the New York fruit im ­ 
porter and auctioneer, who has disposed of 
a large am ount of California green fruit in 
the metropolis this year, writes as follows, 
under date of August 18th : 
"It will probably be of some interest to 
you to know what we are doing with Cali­ 
fornia fruits in New Y'ork and what we 
have done daring this past week. It has 
been au im portant one for the reason that 
the largest lot of fruit that has ever been 
sold from the Pacific coast in one week was 
disposed of in the greater part by me since 
Monday last. In all there were thirty-eight 
carloads disposed of. of which I had twenty- 
nine. The variety of the fruits was about 
as follows : 15,000 boxes of Bartlett pears, 
10,000 boxes of peaches, 10,000 boxes of 
plums and prunes. 
Pears opened Monday 
at $4 80 per box, advanced to $5 20 on 
Tuesday, declined to $4 80 on Wednesday 
and to $4 25 on Thursday, with $3 50 the 
top on Friday. At the high prices first 
mentioned I sold 
about 
2,000 
boxes. 
Peaches have been very active all the week 
for all kinds and varieties in good condi­ 
tion. On Monday prices were about $2 25 
to $2 50, Tuesday about the same, W ednes­ 
day fronj $2 50 to $3 50, with Thursday’s 
sale ranging from $2 25 to $3, while Friday 
showed poor results, for the reason that the 
fruit was all in poor shape. Plum s and 
prunes have averaged in the vicinity of $2 
for anything that was not overripe. 
“It is significant of the growth of the 
California trade that we have been able to 
get such prices for fruit, in the face of such 
large supplies. It is significant that New 
Y’ork should be able to take so much fruit 
and pay such prices, and the prophecy that 
I made some time ago, that we would soon 
be the principal market of the-U nited 
States, is likely to be fulfilled sooner than 
I expected. 
"Grapes are likely to meet a splendid m ar­ 
ket and at good prices. The black rot is 
reported to have seriously injured the near­ 
by fruit, and inasmuch as apples are scarce 
everywhere, and no other fruits being in 
market duriDg the winter, there is no doubt 
but what we shall be able to make profit­ 
able prices for the California products.” 
August 20th Mr. Goodsell w rites: 
“As having a special significance, I call 
your attention to my sales of grapes on 
Tuesday, August 19th. Rose de Peru sold 
at $2 75 to $4; Tokays at $3 40; Muscats at 
$2 40 to $2 75, all for single crates contain­ 
ing about eighteen pounds each of fruit. 
“Peaches ranged from $1 90 to $2 90; 
pears from $2 75 for ripe to $3 75 for green ; 
Gros pruoes from $2 to $2 25; egg plums, 
$1 75 to $2 05. 
"These priees were made in the face of 
thirteen carloads of California fruits sold 
Monday and ten cars to-day, with the Chi­ 
cago market ruling very much lower than 
ours, and hence supplies coming from 
there also. The prospect for grapes from 
this seems bright, and a good m arket 
ought to rule from now out on other fruits. 
“A call your attention to the fact that 
the shippers of domestic fruits are begin­ 
ning to take advantage of the auction- 
room to sell through. 
I sold at auction a 
special train of twenty cars of watermelons 
at the top m arket price on Monday, and in 
ten minutes. I have had a car of New 
York State apples given me to sell on 
Thursday. Tbere is no doubt but what 
the auction method suits the producers of 
America.”

I cnm e to the conclusion that I ought to re­ 
tire from Congress, and I so inform ed m y 
friends, and I th in k I shall have to adhere 
to m y original determ ination. 
I will, 
how ever, do 
all I can 
to 
elect 
the 
ticket, and I shall be very glad when Con­ 
gress adjourns so I can retarn to California 
and enter the canvass.”

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, August 20th —The m em orandum 
w hich was offered yesterday by Aldrich, fixing 
ihe lim e for the lonsideration of and voting 
on the tpritt bill, was presented to-day and after 
some discussion, it was agreed to by unanim ous 
consent. 
The conference report on the sundry civil ap ­ 
propriation bill was then lead. 
Toe paragraph in regard to reservoir sites 
(which reserves from entry all such sites) was 
criticised by Sanders, who thanked his Senate 
conferees iroDically for having sacrificed the in­ 
terests of the people of M ontana to the insatiable 
law of the House. 
Allison defended the action of the Senate con­ 
ferees, and explained the extrem e difficulty 
which they encountered dealing w ith the sub­ 
ject. He reviewed briefly the history of the itri- 
gation survey, and charged that the House was 
responsible for engrafting the reservations in the 
arid lands provision of our sundry civil appropria­ 
tion bill of 18sS, thereby causing all the trouble. 
The result has been the provision now proposed 
to be inserted in the sundry civil bill. T hat 
provision is not w hat he would have wished it 
to be. 
It was not w hat the Senate conterees 
wished, but it was the best solution they could 
secure. 
Reagan deiended the past action of Congress 
in the m atter of reserving reservoir sites irom 
settlem ent, and said th at if it had not been for 
th at reset vation those lands would have been 
seized 
by 
speculators and syndicates. 
He 
avowed that it had been the intention of the 
Senate conlerees to have the whole irrigation 
survey wiped out of existence as far as possible, 
but they h«d been confronted by the people, 
who insisted that the survey should go on and 
become a part ol the settled and perm anent 
policy oi the Government. 
after some debate the conference repart was 
agreed to and the tariff bill was again taken up, 
the question being on the lead paragraph, to 
which Coke had offered an am endm ent to m ake 
lead extiacted from silver ores free of duty, and 
Plum b had offered one reducing the duty on 
lead ore, ar.d lead drost|from 1>% to % of a cent. 
Before proceeding w ith th e paragraph Plum b 
gave notice of an am endm eut to the Dill which 
he would offer at an appropriate tim e. The 
am eudm ent was read. 11 is (with some few 
modifications) the bill ior reciprocity w ith 
Canada introduced 
by 
B uttenvorth in the 
House. 
Plum b proposes to restrict the operation of the 
recipr. cat arrangem ent to m anufactured ar­ 
ticles and m inerals. Pium b then spoke iu favor 
of his am endm ents. 
¿antlers opposed the two am endm ents. 
At the close of the discussion Plum b's am end­ 
m ent to reduce the duty on lead ore from 1% 
cants to % of a cent per pound was voted on and 
rejected. 
•so other am endm ent was offered to the para­ 
graph, and none to the next two paragraphs— 
lead in pigs 2 cents a pound and lead in sheets 
2% cents a pound. 
'ih e paragraph relating to m etallic m ineral 
substances in a crude state, not specially pro­ 
viced tor, having been reached, Blair spoke 
against the am endm ent reported by tne Fi­ 
nance Committee, striking out the duty of s5 
per cent on mica. It went over without action. 
The next parngrapn. putting a duty of three 
cents per pound on crude nickel, was stricken 
out on the recom m endation of the Finance 
Committee. 
Ih e next paragraph, relating to nickel and 
nickel oxide, was am ended under the report of 
the Finance Committee by reducing the duty 
from fifteen 10 eight cents per pound. 
The paragraph relating to watches 
was 
am ended on the recom m endation of the F i­ 
nance Commi tee by m aking the dutv on all 
watches 25 per cent, ad valorem. 
The paragraph relating to zinc in blocks was 
am ended on the recom m endation of the F i­ 
nance Committee by reducing the duty from 
one and three-quarttrs to one and one-half 
cents per pound 
Ih e com m ittee substitute for the paragraph 
as to m etal m anufactures not speclallv provided 
lor was agreed to as scheduled. 
‘Wood and m anufacturers’ wood” having 
been reached, McPherson wished to offer a sub* 
rtitute for the whoie schedule, but he reserved 
it until the com m ittee am endm ents should be 
disposed of. 
The paragraph relating to sawed boards, etc., 
was, on ihe recom m endation of the com m ittee, 
am ende 1 by reducing the duty tram 35 per cent, 
to 10 per cent., and oy adding tne words "im ­ 
posing a duty of 20 pzr cent, on veneers not 
especially provided for." 
The next paragraph, “Pickets and palings,” 
was am ended by reducing the duty tram 2U per 
cent, to 10 per cent., and the next paragraph by 
reducing the duty from 35 to 30 cents per 
thousand. 
Aldrich moved to am end the 
paragraph 
w hich puts n duty of 10 per ceDt. on cha r 
cane, m anufactured but not m ade into finiahed 
articles, by striking out the words, "m anufact- 
uied. but not m ade into finished articles,” and 
inserting iu lieu the words, “or reeds, w hether 
wrought cr m anulsctured 
from rattans, or 
reeds and w hether round, square or any other 
shape.” Agreed to. 
The schedule relating to sugar having been 
reached. Aldrich said the com m ittee proposed 
to let that schedule be passed over inform ally 
tor the present, so the schedule relating to 
tobacco aud its m auuiacture w ill be the first 
th i' g to come up to-morrow. 
Adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W ashington, August 20th.—In the House it 
was contended that the first business was the 
Co ger lard bill, the vote upon the passage of 
wh cn on Saturday was inconclusive, owing to 
the uosence oi the quorum. 
Buk -r of New York argued that the other 
busine-s on the Speaker's table must first be 
disposed of. 
After considerable debate on the subj ct, 
the Speaker decided that the question before 
the Hou-e was the roll-c-.il ou the passage of 
the laid bill. 
Mason o f Illinois appealed from the decision. 
On sustaining the decision the vote showed 
no quorum , ana a call of the House was or­ 
dered. 
One hundred and fifty-nine members having 
responded to their n am es and nineteen m em ­ 
bers haviug reported their presence to the 
Clerk, the speaker pro tern, announced that 
there whs a quotum present. 
Morgau moved an adjournm ent, saying that 
he believed some agreem ent on the lard bill 
could be reached. 
1 he motion was lost. 
Cannon then offered a resolution directing 
the Sergeant-at-Aims to notify the absent m em ­ 
bers to return to W a;hington without delay, 
and revoking all leaves of absence, except 
these granted ou account of Illness. The reso­ 
lution recites th at twice to day tne legislative 
proceedings have been interrupted by w ant oi 
a quorum ; tbat certain mem bers (mentioning 
their names) answered their names under cal s, 
but did nfft resp nd ou regular roll-call 
Blunt, Crain and other* protested against the 
resolution, saying that it w as an unjust airaign- 
meut of every m em ber m entioned iu it, aud its 
adoption would be a censure to those members. 
There was great con -usion in the House. Fully 
a dozen m em 'ieis were on tbeir feet dem anding 
a recognition on aqucstionof personal privilege, 
and tin :r efforts to secure such recoguition was 
heartily seconded by their friends. 
Finally 
Crain was recognized, ai.d said that this was 
nothing but a petty species of bull dozing, the 
objt ct beieg to threaten us in order to com pel us 
to vote. 
0 
Henderson of Ion a said nothing in the resolu­ 
tion could te construed into a censure, and 
Cannon said the nam ing of the gentlem en in 
the resolution was but show iug exactly w hat 
the roll call showed. 
Turner of New York said the gentlem an from 
Illinois had been playing to the press gallery. 
He then eriticiz- d the resolution in a speech 
three-quarters of an hour loug. At the con­ 
clusion of the speech the House adjourned.
